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Lady Bears, Panthers sweep All “A” 
Classic 10 th Region Championships 


For the third time 
since the 1990-91 season, 
the Bracken County Lady 
Bears found themselves 
as All “A” Classic Cham¬ 
pions of the 10th Region. 
The Lady Bears beat the 9 
time 10th Region winners 
and one time State Cham¬ 
pion Lady Stangs of Bish¬ 
op Brossart Saturday night 
at Robertson County. Bros¬ 
sart was attempting their 
fourth straight 10th Region 
All “A” Classic Cham¬ 
pionship when they were 
defeated 46-52. The vic¬ 
tory was sweet as the Lady 
Bears nearly beat Brossart 
in the finals of the 2012-13 
season when they fell 41- 
45 to the Lady Stangs. 

After the Lady Bears’ 
win, cross county rivals, 
the Augusta Panthers, were 
hoping for the same results 
as they took on the 12 time 
10th region All “A” Clas¬ 
sic winners the Mustangs 
of Bishop Brossart. As in 
the Lady Bears game, the 
Panthers did not disappoint 
their fans. They pushed 
hard in each quarter to 
close the lead Brossart held 
for most of the game. As 
the fourth quarter came to 
an end, the game would be 
tied at 56 all. In overtime 
play the Panthers kicked 
it into gear and would win 
the game 67-65. 

As the old cheer goes, 
“You got to want it to win”, 
and the Panthers wanted 
it BAD! With hard work 
and sheer determination 
the Panthers claimed their 
very first All “A” Classic 
10th Region Champion¬ 
ship to advance to the State 
Championship next week 
in Frankfort. See page 12 
for game times and dates.

Fiscal Court 
releases the 
state of Bracken 
County for 2015 

Bracken County Judge 
Executive Earl Bush and the 
Bracken County Fiscal Court 
are pleased with the State of 
the County beginning in Janu¬ 
ary of 2015. Budgetwise, the 
Fiscal Court completed the 
2014 year $75,133 below 2013 
but $247,298 above 2010. The 
Fiscal court has $369,951 in 
2014 State Flex Funds and 
Discretionary Funds commit¬ 
ted for paving approximately 
8 miles of County Roads. This 
work could not be completed 
last fall due to the timing of 
the release of the funds and 
the availability of the paving 
company. The paving will be 
completed this spring. 

In 2014 some of the ac¬ 
complishments were: lowered 
the General Fund Tax Rate 
to 0.3980, made safety Im¬ 
provements on the Bridge on 
Jett Road, repaired the Holts 
Creek Toe block area (NRCS 
work), purchased a new Sher¬ 
iffs’ Vehicle, purchased a 
2006 Trail Blazer for Emer¬ 
gency Management, opened 
up Creek on Wrangling Run 
Road, paved the gravel park¬ 
ing area and put on a new roof 
on the Senior Citizens Build¬ 
ing located on Grandview 
Drive in Brooksville, repaired 
slip areas on Union Chapel 
and Augusta-Berlin Roads, 
established a Regional Sewer 
Authority along with the Cit¬ 
ies of Augusta and Brooks¬ 
ville, opened the Horse Trails 
at the Industrial Park (Grant), 
obtained three new recycle 
trailers (Grant), installed new 
culverts/bridges on Thompson 
Ridge, Wrangling Run, Wil¬ 
low Creek, and Cannon Roads, 
repaired Bee Run Low Water 
Ford, and submitted a letter of 
intent to make Bracken County 
a “Work Ready Community”. 

Even with all the accom¬ 
plishments of 2014, the Fiscal 
Court and Judge Bush are still 
looking forward to improve¬ 


ments in the county. Some of 
the goals and projects for 2015 
include: continue development 
of the Horse Trails through 
state grants. This includes 
rest room facilities, stalls, and 
camper hook up. Repair slips 
on Augusta Berlin, Thomp¬ 
son Ridge, and Haley Ridge 
Roads, pave roads with 2014 
and 2015 funds, chip & seal 
approximately 6 miles of 
county roads, purchase a new 
Sheriffs’ vehicle, purchase a 
new pick up for the road de¬ 
partment, receive a Peterbilt 
Road Truck ordered in 2014, 
purchase a new truck for use 
by the Solid Waste Manage¬ 
ment Coordinators (transfer 
old truck to the Road Depart¬ 
ment), become a Work Ready 
Community, complete court 
room renovations, celebrate 
the 100 year anniversary of 
the Bracken County Court¬ 
house, grow and strengthen 
the Bracken County United 
program, maintain reserve in 
the General Fund, and con¬ 
tinue lowering the County Tax 
Rate. 

For more information 
about the projects and goals 
of the county, attend a Fiscal 
Court meeting(s). Meetings 
are held the second and fourth 
Wednesday of every month at 
10 a.m. in the courthouse and 
are open to the public.

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Winter backyard 
birding basics 

The deepest, darkest, 
bleakest part of winter is 
here. The long slog from just 
after the holidays through the 
NCAA tournament is one of 
the toughest to weather, but 
watching the many species of 
birds that inhabit Kentucky in 
your backyard can brighten 
the most leaden days. 

“Just this morning I didn’t 
want to leave from watching 
all of the birds in my back¬ 
yard,” said Kate Heyden, 
avian biologist for the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. “Winter 
is the best time to feed birds 
as they need the food now 
more than at any other time 
of year and you will typically 
see a greater number and va¬ 
riety of birds at bird feeders.” 

Heyden said Kentucky 
receives many interesting 
birds from the north in win¬ 
ter and again in spring when 
many species return home 
from lands south of us, pro¬ 
viding a great variety of spe¬ 
cies to see. 

Bird watching is a good 
way to introduce kids into the 
outdoors and spark aware¬ 
ness of our natural world. It 
is also productive practice for 
bird hunters, who must make 
quick identifications of birds 
in the field. An identifica¬ 
tion mistake for a bird hunter 
can be costly as songbirds are 
protected under the Migra¬ 
tory Bird Treaty Act. Water- 
fowlers must know the spe¬ 
cies of duck or goose before 
attempting to take a bird or 
risk making a mistake in their 
daily bag limit. 

“You don’t need to spend 
money on food or feeders to 
attract birds to your yard,” 
Heyden said. “If you can 
leave a small area of your 
yard un-mowed, you can at¬ 
tract a lot of birds. They eat 
the seeds from the grasses 
and weeds and use the area 
for cover as well.” 

Employing a feeder 
grants the ability for close 
study of birds. Heyden ex¬ 
plained all feeders draw 
birds, but those that keep the 
bird feed dry and free of mold 
are best. Moldy seeds are bad 
for bird health. Place feeders 
either near a window or fairly 
far away to help prevent birds 
from colliding with windows 
when startled. 

The most common feeder 
is a hopper or house feeder, 
usually made of windows of 
clear plastic with that feed 
seed to a perching surface. 
These feeders attract cardi¬ 
nals, nuthatches, chickadees, 
grosbeaks, buntings and tit¬ 
mice. 

“One without a lot of 
perching surface minimizes 
use by house sparrows or 
starlings,” Heyden explained. 
“The most important thing 
is to keep feeders clean by 
washing with bleach water 
every few weeks.” Washing 
with bleach water prevents 
the spread of disease. 

Although slightly more 
expensive, Heyden feeds 
birds black oil sunflower 
seeds. “They attract a wide 
variety of desirable birds 
without attracting as many 
pest species,” she said. “The 
cheap bird feed is full of filler 
and often contains com which 
attracts squirrels, house spar¬ 
rows starlings and crows.” 

A suet feeder attracts 
woodpeckers, nuthatches, 
chickadees and bluejays. 
Some birders push suet or 
peanut butter into crevices in 
bark or in the cracks of old 
stumps to attract these birds. 

Witnessing a northern 
flicker or red-bellied wood¬ 
pecker feeding at close range 
sears a delightful memory 
into the mind of a youngster. 
“Woodpeckers love dead 
branches on trees,” Heyden 
said. She recommended leav¬ 
ing a dead branch on a tree in

the corner or rear of the yard 
to attract woodpeckers if it is 
safe to do so. 

“It is important to provide 
water for birds in winter,” 
said Gary Sprandel, an avid 
birder and geoprocessing spe¬ 
cialist for Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife. Place the water in a 
spot in the yard that receives 
sun as its rays will melt some 
water for birds on even the 
coldest days. 

A good guide book is es¬ 
sential for identifying birds. 
Looking up unfamiliar birds 
and learning about their dis¬ 
tinguishing characteristics is 


part of the fun of birding. He 
prefers the “Birds of North 
America - A Guide to Field 
Identification” by Chandler 
Robbins. “I like this guide 
because all the information 
about a bird is on one page,” 
Sprandel said. “It is pock¬ 
et-sized and easy to carry 
afield.” 

Modestly priced binocu¬ 
lars now have coated lenses 
and other features that make 
them acceptable choices for 
bird watching. “Don’t get 
zoom binoculars for birding,” 
Sprandel said. “You tend to 
lose clarity at high magnifica¬ 
tion. A wide angle pair lets in 
more light and makes it easier 
to find birds. Try them out be¬ 
fore you buy.” 

Sprandel also invites 
backyard birders to partici¬ 
pate in the Great Backyard 
Bird Count on Feb. 13 -16. 
This project from the Cornell 
University Lab of Ornithol¬ 
ogy, the National Audubon 
Society and Bird Studies 
Canada allows birders from 
all over the world help scien¬ 
tists glean valuable informa¬ 
tion on bird populations. 

You simply need to re¬ 
cord the species and number 
of birds seen for at least 15 
minutes on one or more days 
of the project. To participate, 
visit the Great Backyard Bird 
Count homepage at http:// 
gbbc .birdcount. org /.

2015 marks the 10th year 
for the Kentucky State Parks 
Family Adventure Quest 
- the digital photo scavenger 
hunt for families or friends! 

This year’s edition has 
a new twist. Teams of two 
to six members choose be¬ 
tween an eastern or western 
booklet. This doesn’t mean 
you only get to explore half 
the state, it just means that 
the quests that require visit¬ 
ing a specific park will only 
be in the half of the state you 
choose. 

That still leaves more 
than two thirds of the chal¬ 
lenges that can be answered 
at your choice of parks. For 
example, a non-park-specific 
challenge may ask for a pho¬ 
to of your team building a 
sand sculpture at a Kentucky 
State Park beach. The beach 
you choose is up to you! 

Teams have until Dec. 1, 
2015, to complete as many 
quests as they like in an ef¬ 
fort to have fun and win 
prizes. It’s a great goal-ori¬ 
ented way to explore the nat¬ 
ural and historical resources 
of the nation’s finest park 
system. A digital camera is 
necessary to capture your 
team’s fun along your jour¬ 
ney, and your photos just 
might show up on the park 
website or Facebook page. 
In fact, you can earn a bonus 
point just for sharing a pic¬ 
ture and quest experience to 
the parks’ Facebook page on 
your own this year.

Let the Record reflect that 
the Court members received 
a copy of the vendor claims 
to be paid. 

Upon motion of John 
Corlis, seconded by David 
Kelsch, that the minutes 
of the regular meeting on 
November 12, 2014 be 

accepted/approved with no 
corrections made. Voting 
being unanimous. 

Floor open to the public 
to discuss anything other 
than agenda items - *None. 

Roads & Projects 
Updates - Judge Bush 
advised that Cannon Road 
Bridge will be finished 
1st of next week, weather 
permitting. Willow Creek 
project will begin next week 
weather permitting. Hilton 
Lane water issue - Mr. Tate 
has been contacted and 
he will sign easement and 
return. This will serve as a 
temporary easement until 
spring, then a new permanent 
easement will be drawn 
up. Mr. Tate has signed 
temporary easement and 
given permission, by email, 
for the county to begin this 
project. Road Supervisor, 
Stacey Florer, advised that 
he received 50 tons of salt 
that will be used to try with 
the salt mix for roads during 
snow and ice. 

Permitting Ordinance 
Re: easements for county 
roads - County Attorney 
Mike Clark advised that he 
is working on this ordinance 
and getting some issues 
resolved. He will notify the 
court when he is finished. 

Electrical Inspection 
Rates - County (Committee 
reviewing) - The committee 
needs to set a meeting date/ 
time to review. 

State regulating 

Children at Play Signs - 
There was brought up the 
issue of certain signs the 
County had posted through¬ 
out the county that had come 
under scrutiny by the State 
Highway Department. Judge 
Bush read to the Court an e- 
mail received from KACO 
which advised that all signs 
not contained in the Federal 
Highway Sign Manuel be 
removed from the County 
Right of Ways. This issue 
was first addressed by the 
County Road Supervisor a 
few months ago when he 
notified the Fiscal Court that 
he had been advised at State 
Meetings that signs such as 
“Slow: Children at Play” 
and other signs not listed 
in the Federal Highway 
Sign Manuel should not be 
displayed on County Right 
of Ways. It appears that the 
State has been instructed to 
remove such signs from State 
Right of Ways. 

The Fiscal Court, Judge 


Executive and County 
Attorney voiced displeasure 
with advice to remove such 
signs. The County Attorney 
then announced that he would 
look into the issue further. 
The Insurance Carrier for 
liability (and other) purposes 
for Bracken County is The 
Kentucky Association of 
Counties (KACO). The 
County Attorney contacted 
KACO and asked for their 
opinion on whether the signs 
were a liability issue. An 
Attorney for KACO agreed 
to look into the matter. 

After a few weeks the 
KACO Attorney sent an 
e-mail advising that there 
had been a liability issue in 
another State which involved 
a “Slow: Children at Play” 
sign. Based on the liability 
in this case KACO was 
recommending that all signs 
not in the Federal Highway 
Signs Manuel be removed 
from County Roads. 

The Court will look into 
taking action on this issue 
very soon. 

Discontinuance of 
County Road - Walcott 
Road Closure - A public 
hearing was held on the 
matter of the proposed 
road closure of a portion of 
Walcott Road (portion west if 
Highway 1159). This public 
meeting was held in the Old 
Courtroom, Bracken County 
Courthouse at 10:00 am on 
the 19th day of November, 
2014 before the Bracken 
Fiscal Court. 

Two land owners 
bordering the Walcott County 
Road (western portion) had 
petitioned the Fiscal Court 
to close the road (KRS 
178.116). The land owners 
stated that the road served no 
legitimate purpose except to 
get to the properties owned 
by the two land owners. The 
only members of the public 
that used the road were 
people (mostly kids) that 
would park at the end of it 
to drink, throw out garbage, 
etc. 

The Court complied 
with the requirements of 
KRS 178.070 by publishing 
Notice pursuant to KRS 
178.050 (publication in the 
Local Newspaper as required 
by KRS Chapter 424); by 
placing signs (Notices) at 
three (3) prominent and 
visible locations within 
one (1) mile of the road; 
and by then appointing two 
disinterested viewers, who 
along with the County Road 
Supervisor, viewed the road 
and made a written report to 
the Court proclaiming what 
(if any) inconvenience would 
result in closing the road. 

At the public meeting 
the report of the viewers 
and Road Supervisor was 
produced and read. There 
was no person or persons 
in attendance that wished to 
voice an opinion on the road 
closure. The public meeting 
was then adjourned. 

Following a public 
hearing on the issue of 
closing Walcott Road 
(western portion) which is 
off Highway 1159 at Walcott 
a Motion was made by 
Clark Hennessey, seconded 
by Scotty Lippert, to close 
(discontinue) the Road. The 
Road will be discontinued 
under the provisions of KRS 
178.070, with the two land

Frankfort Focus 

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly 
State Rep. Mike Denham 



There may only be 30 
working days in this year’s 
legislative session, but it al¬ 
ready seems like there are 
about twice as many ma¬ 
jor issues needing to be ad¬ 
dressed before the General 
Assembly wraps up its work 
in late March. 

Because the state oper¬ 
ates under a two-year budget, 
and our constitution there¬ 
fore requires larger majori¬ 
ties in the House and Senate 
to “open it up” in odd-num¬ 
bered years, few of the bills 
filed have a significant finan¬ 
cial impact. 

Even so, that does not 
lessen the importance of 
those that may become law. 

Some of the more promi¬ 
nent initiatives expected to 
be approved are well known 
and appear to have wide sup¬ 
port. Those include reducing 
the skyrocketing levels of 
heroin abuse and extending 
civil protections to victims of 
domestic violence in dating 
situations. 

Another initiative like¬ 
ly to become law this year 
would make it easier for lo¬ 
cal and state governments to 
work more closely with pri¬ 
vate businesses in building 
or operating public projects 
or services. About half of 
the states have what is called 
a public-private partnership 
(P3) in place. 

Nearly 40 states, mean¬ 
while, allow communities 
to enact a local-option sales 
tax. This proposal, which is 


House Bill 1, also has biparti¬ 
san support in the House. 

If the amendment is ad¬ 
opted by the General Assem¬ 
bly and then by voters in No¬ 
vember 2016 - amendments 
can only be on the ballot in 
even-numbered years - cities 
and/or counties could then 
vote on whether to add up to 
a penny on the sales tax of 
items bought locally. 

Like the public-private 
partnerships, this approach 
could also be used for major 
projects. Under this plan, 
however, all of the money 
would go to the project, 
and the increase in sales tax 
would end after the project is 
paid off. 

Oklahoma City is often 
cited as an example of what 
can be accomplished, with its 
$2 billion investment in capi¬ 
tal projects bringing in $5 
billion more from the private 
sector. Those hoping this 
passes included the mayors of 
Kentucky’s two largest cities 
and such other groups as the 
Kentucky League of Cities, 
the Kentucky Association of 
Counties and the Kentucky 
Chamber of Commerce. 

As I mentioned, there is a 
number of other issues set to 
be considered between now 
and the end of March. Those 
range from taking another 
step forward in strengthening 
our public retirement systems 
to raising the minimum wage 
nearly six years after it last 
went up. Governor Beshear 


will be pushing to increase 
age and height requirements 
for booster seats, and there 
will be a review of how the 
state funds its roads in light 
of declining prices at the 
pump. 

There will also be an at¬ 
tempt to approve another con¬ 
stitutional amendment that 
would restore voting rights 
to most non-violent felons 
after they have completed all 
aspects of their punishment. 
Most states make this process 
automatic, but in Kentucky, 
only the governor can restore 
voting rights. The House has 
approved this amendment by 
wide margins on eight dif¬ 
ferent occasions, and there 
is hope that this is the year it 
passes. 

Under the rules govern¬ 
ing odd-year legislative ses¬ 
sions, the General Assembly 
is currently in recess and 
will resume meeting on Feb. 
3rd. As you may recall, the 
session’s first four days early 
this month were set aside to 
focus on electing legislative 
leaders and establishing the 
committee system for the 
next two years.

For the second time in 
three years and third time 
ever, the Augusta Panthers 
found themselves in the All 
A Championship facing the 
Bishop Brossart Mustangs.

In the 3rd quarter the 
Panthers continued to bat¬ 
tle back and even took the 
lead 37-36 before Brossart 
would close the quarter on 
an 8-0 run taking a 44-37 
advantage into the 4th. The 
Panthers would come back 
again and take the lead. 
They weren’t scoring on ev¬ 
ery possession but enough 
to stay ahead while Bros¬ 
sart kept it close getting 
buckets here and there. As 
the end of the quarter drew 
near Augusta was holding a 
56-52 lead but had a couple 
empty trips leaving the door 
open for Brossart. A Spen¬ 
cer Hackworth three point¬ 
er closed the gap to 56-55. 
Augusta then turned the 
ball over trying to inbound 
it to give the ball back to 
Brossart. Trailing by one 
they would look to get the 
last shot of the game. After 


two misses the third attempt 
at the basket would be no 
good as well but Brossart’s 
Jon Zink would be fouled and 
go to the line for a pair of free 
throws. A discussion took 
place between the officials to 
decide how much time would 
be put back on the clock as 
time ran out on the initial call. 
A mere 0.5 was put back on 
the clock. Enough time for a 
shot attempt but that would 
be all you could do. After 
an Augusta timeout to ice the 


shooter, Zink would miss the 
first free throw as Augusta’s 
fans were as loud as they had 
been all night. Following that 
miss, Augusta would take an¬ 
other timeout but Zink hit the 
second attempt and Maddox’s 
heave was too late had it gone 
in and we went to overtime 
tied at 56. 

After a minute of score¬ 
less basketball in overtime 
Augusta would take the first 
lead on a Camryn Snapp free 
throw. That one was fol¬ 


lowed by four from Connor 
Maddox to give the Panthers 
a 61-56 lead. Brossart would 
hit three shots in sandwiched 
between 6 more Augusta free 
throws and even hit a three 
on their last possession but it 
wouldn’t be enough to deny 
the Panthers their first ever 
All A region championship. 
Augusta improved to 15-6 
with their 6th straight win. 
Connor Maddox led all scor¬ 
ers with 23 points and was 
joined in double figures by 


Camryn Snapp with 15 and 
Nathan Shrader with 14. 

“We set a goal to win this 
tournament for Sam (Saman¬ 
tha Bustos) and these boys 
made it happen,” said Coach 
Hinson, “Give credit to Bros¬ 
sart for not giving up the 
crown easily but we weren’t 
going to be denied. I’ve nev¬ 
er been more proud.” 

Scoring vs. Brossart: 
Maddox 23, Snapp 15, Shrad¬ 
er 14, Crawford 9, Tucker 6 
Austin Whiteman made 


the all academic all tour¬ 
nament team while Owens 
Crawford, Connor Maddox 
and Camryn Snapp were 
named to the all tourna¬ 
ment team but according 
to Augusta fans so did Na¬ 
than Shrader. The Panthers 
will play in the All A State 
Tournament next week on 
Thursday, January 29th at 
6:30 p.m. at the Frankfort 
Convention Center vs. the 
Owen County Rebels from 
the 8th region.
